the North, in great and increasing
multitudes, desire a different glory
from this.
"They covet the power of the hustingsand places in Congress. They

would fain enter the lists of pothouse
politicians and become the rivals of
jiegroes. Let them oh fair daughters
of the South, pursue their own course

But if they will unsex their souls, let
them at the same time lay aside their
modest apparel. Let them cut their
hair short amd their petticoats, too,
and enter a la Dioomer tne ring or
